1 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
discloses a surface cleaning device having a housing with a di vider that divides the housing into 
two housing interiors HOWEVER fails to disclose or fairly suggest a surface cleaning device 
adapted for use with a vacuum cleaner nozzle inlet having a housing with a divider therein 
dividing the housing into a first housing interior with a first opening having a first selected 
surface profile and a second housing interior with a second opening having a second selected 
surface profile and a divider aperture collar adjacent the divider sized and configured to 
removably engage the vacuum cleaner nozzle inlet to create communication selectively between 
either the first housing interior and the inlet or the second housing interior and the inlet.
